LONDON (UPI)—The Weest- 
ern powers split Saturday on 
ithe crucial question of the pro- 
jected summit conference. 

Prime Minister Harold Mac 
millan told Soviet Premier Ni- 
kita Khrushchev in a terse, 
three-paragraph note Saturday 
that he would “certainly be 
ready to go to New York” for a 
Security Council meeting on 
Mideastern problems. 

But Gen. Charles de Gaulle at 
the same time called for a sum- 
mit conference of the principal 
powers in Geneva. 

Macmillan joined President 
Dwight D. FEisenhower'’s de- 
mand that the Security Coun- 
cil must determine, under its 
own rules, the date of the meet- 
ing, and what other § states 
should attend it.

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JAPANESE DRUGS A 


Remarkable Development Seen 
In Techniques and Facilities 


The Japanese pharma- 
ceutical industry is attract- 
ing ever-increasing atten- 
tion from other countries of 
the world due to the high 
quality of its products and 
its contributions in the 
field of medical research. 
The present stage of deve- 
lopment attained by the in- 
dustry is all the more re- 
markable when one con- 
siders that production 
facilities suffered ai de- 
vastating blow as a result 
of the war. In fact, it may 
be said that, in both facili- 
ties and techniques, the 
Japanese medical supplies 
industry during the past 
decade has made progress 
equivalent to that of a cen- 
tury. 

Japan had mainly depended 
on Chinese herbs and imported 
medicines from Europe and the 
U.S. until the year 1915, when 
the Japanese pharmaceutical 
industry entered a new era of 
scientific production facilitated 
by overseas techniques, 

Since then, the industry has 
seen a steady development, 
exporting some 20-30 per cent 
of its total output mostly to 
Southeast Asian countries, and 
pushing Japan into the ranks 
of leading suppliers of pharma- 
ceutical products to the world 
market. 

However, World War MII 
almost entirely damaged the 
production facilities. During the 
years following the war, the 
number of plants in operation 
stood at 500 to 600 and the out- 
put decreased to 30 per cent of 
the prewar peak due to deteri- 
oration of machinery. 

However, to meet increasing 
demands, the production facili- 
ties have been quickly restored, 
and furthermore, introduction 
of highly advanced know-how 
from abroad, has enabled the 
Japanese pharmaceutical indus- 
try to produce such new drugs 
4s penicillin, streptomycin, sul- 
fadiazine, DDT, PAS and various 
kinds of vaccines and serums. 

New medicines discovered by 
Japanese scientists ag well as 
those of European and American 
inventors have also been put 
into mass production through 
close technical cooperation with 
overseas countries, and the in- 
dustry is now in the second 


_ Stage of development, 


Antibiotics 


Japan has made particularly 
big strides in the production of 
penicillin and today ranks sec- 
ond only to the United States in 
the manufacture of this antibio- 
tic, 

The production of antibiotics 
in Japan jis scarcely 14 years 
old, the initial research on 
penicillin having been under- 
taken in 1944. At that time, 
surface culture by means of 
jars was used and large-scale 
production was out of the ques- 
tion, 

In 1946, however, the United 
States started assisting Japanese 
researchers in the production of 
penicillin, and a year later, Ja- 
pan adopted depth culture by 
means of tanks, thus paving the 
way for mass-production, 

‘With large and efficient tanks 
at their disposal, producers 
succeeded in reducing the cost 
of production considerably. 

Fitting local conditions ad- 
mirably, the production of peni- 
cillin developed by leaps and

From the nature of the phar- 
maceutical products, too much 
emphasis cannot be placed on 
the maintenance of a high quali- 
tative level, and may be said 
that every Japanese medical pro- 
duct meets international stand- 
ards as a result of constant ef- 
forts by the industry. j 


Among the various measures 
designed to maintain . superior 
quality of drugs, there is the 
Pharmaceutical Law which pro- 
vides for the details concerning 
manufacturing processes, pre- 
paration and _ distribution of 
pharmaceutical products. 


Besides the strict regulations 
established for the purpose of 
controlling manufacturing pro- 
cesses as well as of the efficiency 
of production facilities, high 
standards of products in the 
market are also provided for by 
the Pharmaceutical Law. All 
manufacturers are required to 


taining its present position, 
Me@&nwhiile, research into new 
antibiotics have been going on 
ceaselessly and have found ex- 
pression in the active produc- 
tion of many new products. 


Antibiotics industrialized to 
date in Japan include penicillin, 
streptomycin, dihydrostreptomy- 
cin, Chiortetracycline, Oxytetra- 
evycline, tetracycline, chloram- 
phenicol, colistin, aureothricin, 
bacitracin, fradiomycin (Neo- 
Mycin), Trichomycin, Leucomy- 
cin, Sarkomycin, Gramicidin J, 
Carzinophylin, Erythromycin, 
Polymyxin B and Viomycin, 

Eight out of these 19 antibio- 
tics have been discovered and 


industrialized in Japan. Thev 
are Colistin, Aureothricin, Fra- 
diomycin, Trichomycin, Leuco- 
mycin, Sarkomycin, Gramicidin 
J and Carzinophylin. 

These antibiotics are cultur- 
ed in tanks holding from 20 to 
40 tons by some 14 companies. 

The Japanese pharmaceutical 
industry is blessed with a large 
domestic market, for the Japa- 
nese number among the most 
medicine-minded people in the 
world, 

This is borne out by the fact 
that pharmaceuticals and medi- 
cal supplies hold top place in 
all the advertising media—radio,

The items 
contained in the Japanese Phar- 
macopoeia and National For- 
mulary number 672 and 472 re- 
spectively, all of which have 
been selected through the neces- 
sary tests of their properties, 
including confirmatory test, 
purity examination, quantitative 
analysis In conformity with re- 
medial results. 


The Japanese Pharmacopoeia 
and the National Formulary are 
compiled in accordance with 
prescriptions in foreign official 
lists like USP. BP. LP, 
N.K.D. and N.F, 

Two regulationg for 256 anti- 
biotic preparations and 28 biolo- 
gical preparations provide for 
the properties of products, their 
remedial results, standard of 
their purity, their quality, vari- 
ous test methods and manwu- 
facturing methods. They also 
prescribe dosage of the pro- 
ducts, their quantity, effective 
periods, storing methods, level- 
ing, etc,

tioned reguiations, there are 
other rules approved by the 


Welfare Minister, which are ap- 
plied to medical supplies not 
covered by these regulations. 
Insecticides, such as DDT and 
BHC, are subject to the WHO 
rule. 

Thus, no pharmaceutical pro- 
ducts are permitted to be manu- 
factured or sold unless they 
are subject to one of these reg- 
ulations approved by the Gov- 
ernment, 


Inspections 

Manufacturers have the re- 
sponsibility to make inspections 
of their own products in accord- 
ance with the governmental ad- 
ministrative measure. In order 
to guarantee the quality of 
medical supplies sold on the 
market. the Government: has 
appointed some 1,900 medical 
supervisors, who make surprise 
inspections of factories and dis- 
pensaries to check on the pro- 
duction and sales of inferior 
goods as well as to pick up 
medicines bearing false labels. 

Severe penalties are imposed 
on corrupt manufacturers who 
offer inferior goods to the mar- 
ket or put false labels on their 
products. In the former case, 


the makers are compelled to 
submit their products to official 
inspections for the period of six 
months whenever required; and 
if during this period inferior 
goods are found in their fac- 
tories, the inepections are to 
be continued for another six 
months. 


Regarding all antibiotics, bio- 
logical drugs and 40 other 
items, in which rigid main- 
tenance of quality are specially 
required, random inspections by 
Government officials are also 
made on every lot. Without 
passing such inspections, no 
product is allowed to appear on 
the market. 


The agencies conducting offi- 
cial inspections are the National 
Institi..e¢ of Health, which han- 
dies antiblotics and biological 
drugs, and the National Hygie- 
nic Laboratory, which examines 
40 other items.

Before the permission Is Ob- 
tained, various kinds of eare- 
ful investigations are -earried 
out on the medicines & their

In particular, initial produc- 
tion of drugs if not permitted 
without approval of a pharma- 
ceutical committee consisting 
of many scientists and ex- 
perienced experts concerfied, In 
screening these new drugs, rec- 
ords of clinical experiments as 
well as fundamental tests by 
guthoritative institutes are of 
great importance, 


EXPORTS GROW FIVE TIMES SINCE 1956 


As has been stated above, the 
pharmaceutical industry in Ja- 
pan has made epoch-making 
progress, but it is needless to 
say that the development of 
foreign trade in its products has 
stimulated the productive ac- 
tivity of the industry. 

A glance at the balance be- 
tween exports and imports in 
value shows that, though the 
trade has been in the black 
since 1956, exports in value 
have increased five times and 
the ratio between exports and 
imports has risen from 50 per 
cent to 150 per cent in favor of 
exports when the trade results 
of 1951 are compared with 
those of 1957, 

This fact shows, it may be 
said, that the pharmaceutical 
industry is growing soundly in 
eqpérast to various other in- 
dvstries which are in the red 
in international trade. This is

The export of medical sup- 
plies is increasing year by year, 
but it cannot necessarily be 
said to have reached a satisfac- 
tory level because of the loss 
of markets abroad due to the 
war and also because of the 
complicated international situa- 
tion. 

The total amount ‘of exports 
for 1957 was $15,990,000, but 
exports can be sald substantial 
when viewed from items con- 
tained. The key export articies 
are vitamin B, vitamin C, sul- 
fadiazine, streptomycin, Para 
Amino Salicylic acid (PAS), 
household medicines and drugs. 

Of the exports for 1957, 
items which increased thrice as 
much as the amount for 1956 
were antibiotics excluding pent- 


cillin and streptomycin; PAS; 
vitamin B6; folic acid; other 
vitamin compounds excluding

Ia the above table, commodi- 
ties which come under “other 
medicines” include aminopyrin, 
household medicines (other 
than those items mentioned 
above), saccharin, hormone pre- 
parations, heart stimulants of 
gilucoronic acid, medicine for 
hypertension, etc. 

From the regional point of 
view, medical supplies find their 
way to about 100 countries, 
namely mainiand China, Tai- 
wan, the United States. Ryukyu, 
Hongkong, Brazil, Incia, West 
Germany, Argentina, Burma, 
Thailand, the Philippines, etc. 

Medical supplies amounting 


to $8,715,000 in value are ship- 


ped to the Asian Continent, 
$3,760,000 worth of goods to the 
American Continent, $706,000 
supplies to the European Con- 
tinent, $1.220 to the African 
Continent and $36,000 to other 
districts. 

The major destinations of ex- 
portation in Asia are mainiand 
Chine, ‘taiwan, Ryukyu, Hong- 
kong, India, Burma, Thailand, 
the Philippines, the Republic of 
Korea and Singapore, and the 
chief market on the American 
continent is the United States. 
Other major importers are rep 
resented by West Germany and 


Britain in Europe. 

Countries where the importa- 
tion of Japanese tmedical sup 
plies recently tends to increase, 
are mainland China, Hongkong, 
Argentina, Burma, Britain, 
Egypt, West Germany, the 
Philippines, the Republic of Ko- 
rea, South Vietnam, Thailand, 
and Indla, but it has become 
difficult to say how things will 
turn out in the exports to Com- 
munist China, for trade with 
that country has been totally 
suspended due to the political 


trouble which arose between 
the two countries early this 
year. 


Reference will be made here- 
under to the introduction of 
Japanese pharmaceutical tech- 
niques into foreign countries 
and also to the investment in 
pharmaceutical industries 
abroad which are considered to 
form a part of export trade ac- 
tivities of this country.

The method 
of quality control adoption in 
the medical suppiles industry 
serves not only to improve the 
quality of products but also to 
curtali production expenses,

Diabetes, which is said to be 
one of the “civilization diseases” 
is prevalent among the intelli- 
gent classes and caused frequent- 
ly by overeating and lavish 
diets.

Insulin, which has no effect 
when administered internally,

Fifty milli 
grams of nitromin is dissolv- 
ed in 20 to 40 cubie centimeters 
or 20 per cent glucose solution 
or physiological solution of 
sodium chloride and injected 
into the vein three hours after 
meals or before retiring for the 
night. 


Carzinophylin 
(Kyowa Hakko Co.) 


Carzinophylin is an antibiotic 
produced from a new strain of 
actinomycete named Streptomy- 
ces sahachiroil after separation 
from the earth of Tamagawa 
Todoroki, Tokyo, by Dr. Toju 
Hata of the Kitazato Research 
Institute. Besides its inhibitory 
activities against the growth of 
Gram-positive bacteria, especial- 
ly Sarcina lutea, Carzinophylin 
as the remarkable effect of 
checking the reproduction of 
cancerous cells, 

in order to ascertain the 
efficacy of carzinophylin. To- 
kKvo University, Kyoto Univer- 
sity and the Cancer Research 
Institute conducted clinical ex- 
periments on 231 subjects-—179 
cases of cancerous growths, 35 
cases of sarcoma, 10 cases of 
leukemia and 11 other cases. 
As a result of the experiment, 
there were reported 10 cases o! 
disappearance or mitigation of 
pain, 12 casés of improved ap- 
petite, and other cases. of 
alleviation of subjective symp- 
toms.

As for objective symptoms, 
13 cases of shrinkage of 
growths were observed, while 
in other cases, the growths 
softened, implantation was ar- 
rested, and ascites decreased. 


The figures according to the 
tvpe. of disease were: 51 cases 
of alleviation of objective symp- 
toms and 29 cases of alleviation 
of subjective symptoms among 
the 179 cancer patients; 20 
cases of the former and 7 of 
the latter among the 35 sar- 
coma patients; 8 cases of the 
former among the 10 leukemia 
patients; and 7 former cases 
and 1 latter case among other 
patients suffering from malig- 
nant tumors,

Sarkomycin 
(Meiji Confectionary and 
Banyu Pharmaceutical Co.) 


Sarkomycin is a new antibio- 
tic produced by Streptomyces 
eryvthrochromogenes and. dis- 
covered by Dr. Hamao Ume- 
zawa of the National Institute 
of Health, 


Aithough littl is known 
about the antibiotic action of 
sarkomycin, it is believed to 
have great effect against malig- 
nant tumorous tissues by sup- 


pressing the functions of cells. 
especially their nuclear sul 
stance, and arresting the growth 
of tumors. 

When applied clinically, it is 
expected to show marked results 
in alleviating subjective as well 
as objective symptoms, includ- 
ing pain, poor appetite, loss of 
weight, swelling and bleeding, 
in all types of turnors .nd Hodg- 
kin’s disease, 

Sarkomycin is available in one 
gram bottles (1,000 units) and 
60 grams are required for stand- 
ard treatment. Researchers of 
the Bristol Laboratories, Syra- 
cuse, New York, have recently 
ascertained the chemical struc- 
tural formula of sarkomycin. 


Neo-Iscotin 


Daiichi Pharmaceutical Co.) 


Neo-Iscotin is the trade name 
of isonicotinic acid hydrazid 
sulfonic acid sodium. This anti- 
tuberculosis drug is character- 
ized by low toxicity, which per- 
mits administration of large 
doses, and high resistance 
against tuberculous bacilli. 

The 50 per cent lethal dose of 
Neo-Iscotin is 1,106 mg/kg, or 
six to seven times as large as 
that of isonicotinic acid hydra- 
zid. Also, it is absorbed with- 
out being decomposed in the 
digestive organ since the hy- 
drazid and methan sulfonic 
acid are coupled strongly. 

It has been ascertained that 
Neo-Iscotin shows better re- 
medial results than the same 
amount of isonicotinic acid hy- 
drazid, because the former is 
almost totally free from the ef- 
fects of the hydrogen ion con- 
centration In the blood. As @ 
result, the effective concentra- 
tion of Neo-Iscotin in the blood 
lasts for four to five hours, or 
twice as long as that of isonico- 
tinie acid hydrazid. 


Neo-Iscotin exhibits strong 
Ivtiec action against caseous 
lesions, and consequently the 


roentgenogram is largely im- 
proved, bacilli] disappears from 
the sputum and general condi- 
tions of the patient are improv- 
ed. The standard does of Neo 
Iscotin is 0.5-1 gram a day but 
clinical experiments show that 
a daily dose of one gram is 
more effective and the longer 
the treatment is extended the 
better the results are. 


Alinamin 
(Takeda Pharmaceutical 
Industries) 


Alinamin, a preparation of 
vitamin Bl, or Thiamine propy!} 
disulfide, has many advantages 
over conventional Bl drugs. It 
comes in sugar-coated pills 
{containing 5 mg of Alinamin 
in each pill) and injections (1 
cc and 2 cc ampoules containing 


5 mg and 10 mg of Alinamin 
respectively). 

Alinamin is absorbed rapidly 
and in large amounts from the 
intestines, The amount ot 
absorption is proportionate to 
the amount administered, and It 
Starts taking effect immediately 
after absorption, Because of 
its high affinity with organic 
matter, Alinamin is retained in 
the body a long period during 
which time it is held at high 
concentration and carried to 
each organ, 

While 61 per cent of convel- 
tional vitamin Bl preparations 
are discharged into the urea 
within an hour and 73 per cent 
in a day, the proportion of 
Alinamin discharged into the 
urea is only 15 per cent in one 
hour and 28 per cent in a day. 

Alinamin also appears in the 
medullary cavity and milk in 
high concentration, and expert 
ments with mice show that 
twice as much vitamin Bl col- 
lects in the liver by administra- 
tion of Alinamin than by that 
of ordinary vitamin Bl drugs. 

Other noteworthy features of 
Alinamin include strong resis- 
tance against the intestinal 
enzyme aneurinaze, which de- 
stroys vitamin Bl, and low toxi- 
‘ity, which is a third of vitamin 
Bl preparations, 


In addition to its efficacy 
against beriberi and fatigue, 
Alinamin is effective against 


neuralgia and rheumatism. 


Adona (AC-17) 


(Tanabe Pharmaceutical Co.) 


It has been well Known that 
adrenochrome, obtained by oxy- 
dation in vivo of adrenalin, has 
strong hemostatic effects. How- 
ever, adrenochrome  prepara- 
tions, represented by adreno- 
chrome monocarbazone, are not 
soluble in water and therefore 
cannot be injected intravenous- 
ly. 

To eliminate this incon- 
venience, the Tanabe company 
synthesized 40 kinds of new 
adrenochrome compounds and 
found the water soluble Adona, 

. Methy 1.5. semicarbazzone. 6. 
oxo. 2, 3, 5, 6. tetrahyroindo 1.3 
sulfonic acid sodium, 

As a result of extensive phar- 
macological and clinical experi- 
ments, it has been rep@gted that 
Adona displays high hemostatic 
activities and can be administer- 
ed intravenously as well as 
intramuscularly, 


Others 


As regards new substances 
which have been discovered and 
industrialized and which ‘are 
widely used for medical treat- 
ment in Japan, there are anti- 
biotics such as colistin, grarmici- 


din J, aureothrycin and pyrim!- 
din penicillin, 

Colistin is produced by culti- 
vation of bacillus ploymyxa var 
colistinus and is effective against 
colitis germs, bacillus pyocya- 
neus, pertussis germs, paraty- 
phus germs, typhoid bacilli, dy- 
sentery germs, and other 
Gram-negative bacteria. 

Gramicidin fs a bacterial pep- 
tide seperated from a strain of 
bacillus brevis and is effective 
for Gramrnegative bacilli, Is 
antibiotic spectrum is similar to 
that of penicillin and it is sup- 
plied in the form of ointment. 

Aureothrycin is an antibiotic 
substance of antibiotic filamen- 
tous fungus and is also suppli- 
ed in the form of ointment. 

Pyrimidin penicillin has effec- 
tiveness similar to that of pro 
caine penicillin. 

On the.other hand, there are 
such synthesized compounds as 
amipyro, kainic acid and Flo- 
rads, Amipyro is a strong ano- 
dyne and antifebric invented by 
the Japanese pharmaceutical 
industry. 

Florads is a new anti-rheu- 
matism substance obtained 
from a luminons fungus calied 
photobacterium phosphoreum

a 12,000-ton vessel exciusively 
for use as a Japanese sSanrple 


fair boat. 

The project, now being studl- 
ed by the Ministry of Interna- 
tional Trade and Industry and 
the Japan Machinery Export 
Association, is scheduled to 
enter the blueprint stage next 
March. 

The floating fair ship, which 
will cost approximately ¥2,500 
million, is expected to be com: 
pleted for service In the sum- 
mer of 1960, 

It will depart on its maiden 
voyage to the Mideast and 
Africa in the autumn of 1960 as 
the third sample fair vessel to 
sail from Japan. 


The first floating fair ship, 
the Nissho Maru, visited the 
Southeast Asian countries (two 
vears ago. Another ship, the 
10.447-tan Atlas Maru of the 


OSK Line, is scheduled to visit 
Central and South America this 
autumn. 

Sample fair officials decided 
on constructing a ship solely 
for use as a floating fair in view 
of the difficulty it encountered 
in finding suitable ships and the 
high cost of charterage and 
operational expenses, such as 
in remodeling the ship's inter: 
ior. 

In between trips, the ship, 
it is reported, would be loaned 
to foreign countries for use as 
.@ floating fair. Such requests 
are said to have already been 
made by -the Philippines and 
Cevion. 

The eost of the ship is ex- 
pected to be met with appropria- 
tion from the Government's eco- 
nomic foundation strengthening 
fund. 

If the entire disbursement by 
the Government is difficulM, ma- 
chinery, trade and shipbuilding 
circles might be asked to put 
up part of the cost.

The plan to construct a new broad-gauge trunk line to 
connect Tokvo and Osaka in three hours by a special train, 
which was recently recommended to the Transportation 
Ministry by the Trunk Line Survey Committee of the Na- 
tional Railways, certainly verges on the realization of a. 
dream long cherished by the Japanese. 


According to the draft plan, the new trunk line will 
be completed within five vears at an estimated cost of 
194,800 million yen, and the super express that will run 
on the line will be one of the world’s fastest trains with 
the maximum speed of 250 kilometers per hour. This might 
well be called an ambitious program 


The railway system of Japan once went to wreck and 
ruin owing to the late war, and we owe the authorities con- 
cerned a debt of gratitude for the unremitting efforts they 
put forth in restoring it to what it is. 


Yet, so far as the trunk lines sre concerned, their 
transport capacity has already come up to its limitation, 
and it appears they can no longer afford to satisfy the 
drags’ tragar yes demands of Japan's economy. And 
especially, it is now an urgent necessity to reinforce, by 
some measures or other, the time-worn Tokaido Line wiich 
is the main artery to nourish the whole Pacific coast of the 
southern half of Honshu Island. 


It offers no problem which to choose between the 
broad-gauge and the narrow-gauge system. In the light of 
the present stage of Japan’s industrial development, and 
the growing demand for greater transport capacity and 
more modernized equipment, there is no arguing against 
the wisdom of adopting the broad-gauge system. 


Our attention will be concentrated on the proposed 
course of the new line, which is designed to run parallel 
to the old Tokaido Line. Perhaps, this idea was preferred 
due to the presumption that construction of railway lines 
in seaside districts would naturally be attended with less 
engineering difficulties than in mountainous districts. We 
are told, moreover, that more than 20 per cent of the land 
required for the program has already been purchased here 
and there along the existing Tokaido Line. 


It must be borne in mind, however, that construction 
of railway lines—especially that of main lines—should be so 
planned as to satisfy a far-sighted policy in consideration 
of all the fyture developments of the nation’s economy. 
And for this reason we prefer a new trunk line- running 
through the heart of the main island along the spinal 
mountain ranges. : 

We believe this program would greatly contribute to 
the prosperity of Japan's industry and the opening up 
of the undeveloped mountainous districts so far untouched 
by any artery of railway traffic. Economy in expenditures 
should come as a matter of minor importance.

The canine population in Tokyo is estimated to be 
some 200,000 and it is increasing. The officially registered 
number is only about half of it, and the remaining half 
is accounted for by some dogs whose owners have failed 
to fulfill the requirements of law, and also by a consider- 
able number of ownerless dogs. 


This fact alone is sufficient to throw light on the negli- 
gence on the part of many dog owners in this country, 
Some of them still fail to keep their dogs in leash, though 
the law enforcement in this regard has shown a remark- 
able improvement recently. 


Some 30 uniformed employes of the Metropolitan Gov- 
ernment are going around the city to hunt ownerless dogs, 
but the number of the officials is wholely inadequate to 
bring the situation under control. We hope that the Gov- 
ernment will raise its effort to a reasonable level. 


At the same time, the dog owners must be reminded 
once again of the public obligation to pay proper atten- 
tion to their dogs, so that they will not pose any menace 
in the neighborhood. Negligence, in some extreme cases, 
means an outright cruelty against animals. 


In Tokyo, the residential area of Suginami.ku has the 
largest number of dogs, followed by Setagaya-ku, which is 
also mainly residential. Some of the owners keep dogs 
just to keep off sneak-thieves. But that is reason enoug 
to treat them as pets. 


It is to be hoped that the Government, as well as 
the press, will endeavor to enlighten and educate the dog 
owners further, Dogs must be more loved and better dis- 
ciplined
